“ Let us reject any among us 
who seek to reopen old wounds 
and rekindle old hatreds.” the 
President said in his inaugural 
address. “ They 
stand 
in 
the 
way of a working nation.” 
PROMISES, DREAM 
Johnson added; “ I will lead 
as best I can. But look within 
your own 
hearts—to 
the 
old 
promises and 
the old dream . 
They will lead you best of all.” 
Johnson called on the nation 
to "join reason to faith and ac­ 
tion to experience, to transform 
our new unity of interest into a 
new unity of purpose.” 
“ For the tim e has come to 
achieve progress without strife 
and 
change 
without 
hatred,” 
the President said, “not without 
difference of opinion, but with­ 
out the deep and abiding divi­ 
sions which scar the union for 
generations.” 
Johnson said his G reat Socie­ 
ty is not to be “ the ordered, 
changeless, and sterile battalion 
of the ants.” 
“ It is the excitem ent of be­ 
coming—always becoming, try ­ 
ing, 
probing, 
falling, resting, 
and trying 
again—but 
always 
gaining,” he said.

mittee but the names of its

withheld.

spokesman said the com m ittee’s 
findings would be made public 
hut that it would take “ at least 
several days.” 
A c a d e m y 
officials 
turned 
aside all queries with a state­ 
ment that ‘‘in order not to com­ 
promise the investigation, the 
academy will pot release details 
until the investigation is com­ 
plete.” 
A similar investigation at the 
United States Military Academy 
at West Point iii 1951 resulted in 
90 Cadets being expelled 
They 
inluded 43 members of the 45- 
man varsity football team. 
There are 2,700 cadets en­ 
rolled at the Air Force Acad­ 
emy. 
The 
statement 
said. 
“ The 
academy operates under a ca­ 
det honor code The alleged vio­ 
lations being investigated were 
brought to light during the oper­ 
ations of this honor system .” 
The investigation is the first 
at the academy since its inaugu­ 
ral class of cadets enrolled at 
i tem porary headquarters rn Den­ 
ver in July. 1955. The cadets oc* 
I cupied their perm anent home in

It wa* charged by 
the Geneva agreement of 1962 
with supervision of the situation 
in Laos.

have admitted the American air 
strikes against strategic targets 
on the Communist supply route* 
running through Laos and into 
South Viet Nara.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States may charge the 
Soviet Union with violating the 
limited nuclear test - ban treaty 
as a result of an underground 
explosion last Friday in Central 
Asia. 
The U.S. Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission said Tuesday night the 
blast has produced some fallout 
in the northern Pacific near Ja ­ 
pan. Officials noted that under 
the treaty, fallout is supposed to 
be kept within the boundaries of 
the testing nation. 
The evidence to date suggests 
that while the Soviet explosion 
technically violated the treaty, 
it 
apparently 
was 
accidental. 
And. 
the 
AEC 
said, 
“ the 
amounts of radioactivity meas­ 
ured to date will not produce 
measurable exposures to per­ 
sons.” 
SEEK EXPLANATION 
Still, Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk has asked Moscow for a 
full explanation. Officials said 
they will await a report from 
the Soviet Union before deter­ 
mining the application of the 
treaty. 
The treaty, signed in Moscow 
18 months ago and subscribed to 
by more than IOO nations, pro­ 
hibits nuclear explosions in the 
atmosphere, in outer space and 
under water. It also prohibits 
underground explosions if they 
cause radioactive debris “ to be 
present outside the territorial 
limits of the state” that is test­ 
ing. 
The force of the Soviet blast, 
set off in the Semipalatinsk area 
of central Russia, was described 
by the AEC as "in the inter­ 
mediate range.” This means it 
was

of TNT.

IN COUNTY JAIL 
Armed with a bench w arrant

Marshal William C. Black a r­ 
rested the black-haired, round- 
faced Estes at his comfortable 
Abilene home and escorted him 
to the county jail here. 
Officers arranged to transfer 
him to El Paso later. They said

Appalachia's Poorest County P 
Not On List For Benefits 
From LBJ's Poverty War 


By BOB COOPER 


INEZ, Ky. ( A P ) - “There Just 
Isn’t much pride left. You’ll find 
about 80 per cent of our people 
just looking for another hand­ 
out.” 
“ They don’t know anything 
else. In some cases, there has 
been unemployment for three or 
four generations.” 
County 
Judge 
Willie 
Kirk, 
chief adm inistrative officer of 
Martin County, reflected dispair 
as he spoke. His county may be 
the poorest in Appalachia. 
JOHNSONS VISITED 
Martin County was visited by 
President and Mrs. Johnson last 
April during a tour of depressed 
areas of Appalachia. The John­ 
sons met 
men such as Tom 
Fletcher, whose income was un­ 
der $400 a year. 
But 
Martin 
wasn’t 
among 
nine eastern Kentucky counties 
named recently as sites where 
$10.5 million will be spent in the 
federal 
government’* 
war on 
poverty program . 
“ I don’t know why, but we 
don’t get a cent of that money,” 
Kirk said. “ I thought sure we’d 
b t included in that program ." 
HAVE NO .NDUSTRY 
“ But they told me down at 
Frankfort that if the antipover­ 
ty bill is expanded, we might 
get on the list,” he added. 
Most of money now available 
will be used to find employment 
for jobless person*. In Martin 
County, at least for the time be­ 
ing, such a program might be 
pointless. 
There i* no industry in the 
county. There is little hope for 
the present of getting any And 
there is little profitable agricul­ 
ture. 
There 
Is 
coal 
under 
the 
ground, but lack of transporta­ 
tion makes mining unprofitable. 
The only mine now operating in 
the county employs 30 men 
THIRD UNEMPLOYED 
About one-third of the county’s 
population is unemployed. N ear­ 
ly half of the residents live on 
government 
surplus 
commodi­ 
ties. The per capita annual in­ 
come is about $400, perhaps less. 
There is one doctor in the 
county, but he is about to retire. 
There is one lawyer, also near 
retirem ent age. There are no 
dentists, no hospitals, not even 
an out-patient clinic. 
There are no plans for the in­ 
terstate 
highway 
system 
to 
touch Martin County. There are 
no U.S highways within its bor­ 
ders. The 47 miles of paved 
state roads in the 231 square 
miles of the county are classed 
as poor. 
There 
Isn’t even 
an 
incor- 
pore ted 
city or town in the 
county. 
ONB WATER SYSTEM 
One 
community, 
Warfield, 
population 295, has a water sys­ 
tem. The rest of the county’s 
10,201 resilient* must use indi­ 
vidual wells that produce sul­ 
phur-laden water. 


There are no sewer systems. 
Everyone uses septic tanks. 
Most areas in economically 
distressed 
Appalachia 
have 
memories of better days, when 
mining 
or 
other 
industries 
boomed and money jingled in 
mountain 
m en’s pockets. 
But 
not Martin County. 
'TIMES NEVER GOOD” 
“Times 
were 
never 
good 
here,” W. R. McCoy, an attor­ 
ney here for more than 30 years, 
said. 
“ I guess the best times were 
between about 1908 and 1914, 
when the tim ber business was 
going But even then, I wouldn’t 
say times were good.” 
In those few years, the hills 
were stripped of their virgin 
timber. When it was gone, there 
was nothing. 
There were a few attem pts at 
mining. Some oil wells were 
drilled and there was some ex­ 
ploration for natural gas. But 
all were too expensive to show 
a profit. 
POPULATION DROPPED 
So the county went from bad 
to worse and people left. 
In the IO years between 1950 
and 1960. the county’s popula­ 
tion declined by 34 per cent. 
What

im portant,

population in the 18-24 age group 
declined 32 per cent. 
“The older people, like me, 
who are left aren’t optim istic,” 
McCoy said. “ What we need is 
new- blood — young people with 
new ideas.” 
dene Ball, county extension 
agent, 
believes

would bring with it new people 
land new ideas, “ and the people 
here would have a reason to 
want to improve the area.” 
LONG RANGE HOPES 
Kirk also thinks an industry 
is the answer. “ If we just had 
even a small one. where there 
would be income for a few men, 
it would let them 
hold their 
heads up and we could build on 
that.” 
But Gov. Edward T. Breathitt 
pointed out that the county must 
make itself attractive before it 
can attract 
industry. 
It needs 
roads, 
a 
good 
school sysem, 
doctors, dentists. 
Breathitt has promised to do 
what he can, but he warned that 
‘ You shouldn't expect results to­ 
morrow We have to do what we 
can with the money we have.” 
There also are moves afoot to 
build a clinic and to attract a 
physician and a dentist. 
And 
there has been a proposal to 
consolidate the schools to im ­ 
prove curriculum. 
But any hope is only for the 
distant future. 


OVERTY WAR 
IS EXTENDED 
TO FARM FOLK 


A new credit service to help 
low-income families in rural areas 
raise their income has been an­ 
nounced by Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Orville L. Freeman as a 
part of the War on Poverty. 
The new service will open gov­ 
ernment credit aid for the first 
time to many low-income rural 
families who previously were un­ 
able to obtain either public or 
private loans to 
improve 
their 
earnings. 
The secretary said 1,600 U. S. 
Department of Agriculture local 
offices serving all rural coun­ 
ties 
are accepting 
applications 
for loans up to $2,500 to finance 
small family businesses, trades, 
services, and farming enterprises. 
Rural cooperatives serving low- 
income families
